: .. A WAR MEASURE, | 
Sir George, in an interview 
explained how, by a scheme of taxation of 
betting, £597,238 has been raised in twelve 
months ia his State, which has & popula- 
tivn of 2,000,000, . 
He ‘statod that the frat Betting Taxa- 
J tion. Act sas parsed in 1915 a3 a war-time 
Incasure of producing rovenue. This imposed 
taxos.on-nicing clubs and associations, on 
bookmakers and on betting “tickets. 
The taxes on clubs wer leried on the fees 
"which ‘thoy reevived. from bookmakers, 
and varied in amount from 20 per’ 
cent. in the country districts to 50 per cent. 
in Sydney. Tho taxes payable by book- 
makers were regulated according to the 
particular ‘courses ,and enclosures where 
operations were carried on. In the financial 
year 1920-21 the taxes yielded £108,911 to the 
Rate Treasury, 


on Saturday 


By the same Act taxation was imposed on 
all betting tickets issued by bookamkers. 
This was collected in.the shape of a stamp 
duty. At tho presént time thia stamp duty 
umvunted to threepence on every" ticket 
issued in the saddling paddocks, and a:penny 
on thos issued in other parts of the racc- 
courses. Bookmakers were also required to 
furnish @ monthly statement showing the 
number of credit bets made, and to pay on 
them tho stamp duty which would have been 
levied if tickets had been issued. From this 
source the New South Wales Treasurer re- 
ceived £96,336 in 1920-21. 

4“ TRE TOTALISATOR. © ‘ 

New South Wales adopted the totalisator. 
in 1916, and all remuterea racing eluba and 
associations are required to establish an 
approve! machine, The club or association 
operating a totalisator is allowed to deduct 
12} per cent. from the gross receipts and an 
additional 1 per cent, as 3 sinking fund to 
pay for tho machine, before paying out tho 
winners. Out of the sum thus deducted 
clubs racing for profit have to pay to the 
State Treasury 9 per cent, ofthe gross pay- 
ments into the machine. From other clubs 
the State only collects. 54 per cent. of the 
gross takings which “through. the 
totalisator, The total yield from the total- 
isator tax in 1920-21 was £974,171. 

A further State tax on admission tickets to 
racccourses produved £117,820 in 1920-21. 
Thus in the aggregate these four forms of 
betting taxes yielded to the State £507,233 
from a total population of only two millions.

- CONTROL OF WIRELESS WAVES,

Now that.wirvless broadensting has been 
established in this country says the Daily 
Wail, Senator Marcont is going on an ocean 
voyage in hisfamous yacht £lettra with the 


object of discovering a means of directional |, 


cantrol of wireless waves. At the moment 
waves sent out from a station radiate in all 
directions, It-is Senator Marconi’s desire to 
iscover «method whereby waves cxn be con- 
trolled so that they go invone divection only 
in a straight line’ from station to station. 
Meanwhile “the craze for “ broadeast- 
ing” is increasing by leaps and bounds, 
and the need :for the solution vf the pro- 
Dlems “of its organisation ocemes daily 
morevurgent. Wireless im: nufacturers and 
oxperts discussing the position, were 
unanimous in their condemnation of the 
broadeast “pirate”—the man who makes 
his'own listening-in set and“tloes not pay 
the licence. : 

“It is the experimenter who iy the real 
person who counts in wireless development,” 
said Mr. Leslic McMichael, the sceretary of 
the Radio Society of Great Britain. “ There 
aye 20,000 of them, and the numbers are still 
increasing. ‘They are the’ class of amateur 
the manufacturer likes, because they are al- 
ways buying different parts, but curiously 
tnough experimonters do not like broudcast- 
ing becauso it interferes with their own cx- 
periments and transmission.” :
